Neither of the criers is able to state the amount or particulars of the fees received accord- 
ing to those tables in the year 1 835, not having kept any account thereof ; and the crier has 
further stated, that no fees are charged by him, or paid to him by any snb-sherifL nor 
does be know of any Act under which they could be charged ; the sums which he has at 
any time received h-oin the sub-sheriffs not being fees deiuandable by him, but mere gra- 
tuities, as hereafter more particularly mentioned. 

As to “ the salaries payable by each county and county of a city in Ireland, to the 
judges’ criers,” they are specified in the “table of classification of counties and salaries 
of county ofGcers,” referred to and annexed to the 4 Geo. 4, c. 43. to which I beg leave 
to refer you, and to add, that such payment of fees to the crier is agreeable to resolntions 
entered into by the twelve j udges in Juimary and February 1 824, in consequence of the Act 
then recently passed, 4 Geo. c. 43, by which a certain class of fees theretofore payable 
by presentment of the grand jury to certain officers, under the 49 Geo. 3, o. loi, and 
1 & 2 Geo. 4, c. 77, were commuted for salaries : and the judges being assembled for the 
purpose of regulating the office of their criers generally, (inasmuch as the statute of 
4 Geo. 4, c. 43, was confined to lees in the crown court theretofore payable by present- 
ment), alter examining into the sums formerly claimed and paid, they determined that their 
criers were only entitled to the fees stated in the above tables*, and that certain gratuities . 
theretofore paid to the crier by certain persons were not demandable of right, but mere 
'courtesies, which it is optional with the party to pay or not; such as money customarily 
given by barristers and attornies to the crier uf each court, in consequence of his attending 
to their aocomraoda,tion therein ; and a sum given by the sub-sheriff, varying in amount 
according to his discretion, in consequence of the crier assisting the sheriff in preserving 
order in the courts, for which the sheriff is responsible, as being part of his duty : but as 
the amount of those sums paid by the sub-sheriff seems to be required by the order of the 
24th March last, in which they arc alluded to by the name of fees, I have ascertained from 
the crier, that according to his experience, it has been the habit for the eviers to divide those 
sums between them, and that upon the spring home circuit of 1835, the sums so received 
iiom the sub-sheriffs amounted, for each crier, to the following :

Tlie above fees for the crier appear to be agreeable to certain resolutions entered into by 
the twelve judges in January and February 1824, which were entered into in consequence 
ofthe Act of Parliament of 4 Geo. 4, c. 43, then recently passed, by which a certain class 
of fees theretofore payable to certain officers, under 49 Geo. 3, c. loi, and 1 & 2 Geo. 4, 
c. 77, were commuted'for salaries: and the judges having assei&bled for the purpose of 
regulating tlie office of their criers generally (inasmuch as the statute of 4 Geo. 4, c.43; 
was confined to fees in the crown court, formerly paid hy presentment), after examining 
into the other sums theretofore claimed and paid, they determined that their criers were only 
entitled to the above-mentioned fees, and that certain gratuitiea theretofore paid to the 
crier by certain persons were not detnandable of right, but mere courtesies, which it is 
optional with the partyto payor not. Amongst those customary payments, were sums

— No fee has been charged on affidavits, although it has been usual to consider , 
the crier entitled to a fee of 1 s. on tlie civil side, and that on the criminal side also he was 
entitled to a similar fee ; but that by a resolution made at a meeting of the judges in 1824, 
the several criers were expressly ordered not to claim it. 

Kecognizances. — In civil cases, (but never in criminal,) where recognizances are entered 
intoberore the judge on circuit, and which seldom occurs, he claims a fee of 55. 5^., late 
Irish currency, on each recognizance, in conformity with the resolution of the judges

4 J d!., late Irish currency, on each verdict recorded, whether the jury be special or 
common. 

Appeals. — He claims no fee on appeals. 

Traverses a 7 id' hurning Petitions. — Under the resolution of the judges in 1824, the cricr 
claims a fee of 5 s., late Irish currency, on the trial of traverses of presentments for roads, 
whether the traverse be for damages or on the ground of inutility ; and the like fee oQ 
burning petitions. 

As regards the sums paid by the several sub-sheriffs within the prescribed period, the 
crier received the following:

The criers of the different judges have been in the habit of receiving from the respective 
sheriffs of the different counties, and counties of cities, where they acted as criers, certain 
suras as gratuities, varying in amount in different counties, according to the extent of the 
county, the duration of the assizes, and the consequent duties which the crier has to per- 
foira in assisting the sheriff and under-sheriff in preserving the order and regularity of the 
■ court. 

Judge Johnson’s crier states, that he has never, on any occasion, claimed this sum as a 
fee or matter of right, and the giving or withholding same altogether depends on the good- 
will of the sheriffs. 

The assistance which the crier is able to give the sheriffs in the preservation of order, 
necessarily saves the sheriff the expense of employing persons for that duty ; and it is for 
this service alone that such voluntary remuneration is given, and it has been so given, as 
the crier understands, as far back as memory can reach. .

1 HAVE communicated with Mr. James Bartley, the crier of Mr. Justice Torrens, and who 
acted in thateapacity on the Leinster circuit in tho spring mid summer of theyeariBss; 
and I have obtained fi-om him the following returns, which i believe to be correct. 

First, as to fees charged by him for affidavits, recognizances, records, appeals traverses 
and burning petitions, he states that he has never charged any fee for an affidavit made 
either in the criminal or civil court, although he has 'been informed that in the civil court 
he is entitled to a fee 1 s. on every affidavit, and that in the criminal court he is also 
legally entitled to the same, but that by a resolation of the -judges, entered into 'in the year 
1824, their lordships directed their criers not to take fees on affidavits made in tfce Criminal 
court. ... , ' ' 

On recognizances entered into before the judges in civil cases, he takes a fee, pursuant to 
■the resolution of. the judges, of,5s. sd. late currency; these are of rare occummee. In the 
year 1835 thecricrhadbut one fee offbjs descr,ipt1oh. - • 

On the trial pf records, he charges ai'ee of n's. 4 1 d. late currency, on each verdict found 
and recorded ; this, whether the case be tried by a common or special jury- On one special- 
jury case on the circuit of 1835, he being then unwell from oold caught in. the .oourp-hoase 
of Clonmel, the attorney .obtaining the verdict left, for hiB use, with tlie person who aetad

AS registrar to Baron Foster, I have called upon his crier for a sLatemetit of “all feus 
charged by him for the year 1835, for aflidavits, recognizances, records, appeals, traverses 
and burning petitions; also of all fees paid by each sub-sheriff in Ireland to the judges’' 
criers, and under- what Act; also all fees or salaries paid by each county and county of a 
city to him.” And I learn from him, that as to affidavits in the crown court, he has neither 
charged nor received any fee, although he considers himself entitled to a fee of 1 $. on 
every affidavit sworn in the crown court by any other person than a prisoner. 

That in the civil court the affidavits sworn have been very few; on which he has received 
fees varying from is. to Qd. 

That as to recognizances, he has neither charged nor received any fee for any recog- 
nizance connected with the business of the crown court ; but that in the very few instances 
ill which recognizances have been taken in civil cases on the circuit, under the orders of the 
superior courts in Dublin, he has, according to what he considers his undoubted right,, 
received a fee of 5 s. 

That as to records, he has charged a fee, of los. 6 d. on each record tried, and if.’is. 
when tried by a special jury. He has claimed these as his legal fees, but in very many 
instances they have not been paid to him, 

As to appeals, he has neither charged nor received any fee. 

As to traverses, he has, according to his legal right, charged a. fee of 5 s. on each road 
traverse that has been tried, but on no other description of traverse hae he charged ar 
received any fee. 

As to burning petitions, he has charged, according to his legal right, 5 .■?. upon each ; but 
in very many instances payment has been withheld from him. 

As to fees paid by snb-sheriffs, he has- neither charged nor received anything as a fee; 
but most sub-sheriffs have, according to a custom long prevalent, given him a gratuity- 
varying in amount from 1, 1 , to 5 1 . Of course there is no Act of Parliament regulating a 
payment which is purely voluntary on their part when made; it. frequently is withheld. 

The crier considers that tlie practice originated in the fact of the crier performing many 
duties which belong not to the crier, but to the sub-sheriff ; and for the performance of 
which, by some other person, -the- sub-sheriff would be bound to provide, if the voluntary 
act of the ctier did not excuse him from that necessity. 

As to the salaries paid by the counties, they are set forth in 4 Geo. 4, c, 43 ; they are 
payable to the crier who acts in the crown court only. They vary from 3 1 . to 15 L, as sot 
tbrtli in the Act.
